Reverend William McCoy was born on December 21, 1814 in Sellersburg, Clark County, Indiana. He
married Elizabeth Ann Roe in 1839 and they had four children: Carrie, Amelia, William, Jr., and George.
McCoy died on May 22, 1091 in New Philadel phia, Washington County, Indiana. He was buried in Silver
Creek Cemetery, the site of his 1880 address, in Sellersburg, along with many of his family members,
including hiswife, Elizabeth (1821-1908), his parents, John McCoy (1782-1859) and Jane Spencer
Collins McCoy (1778-1835), his siblings, Mahala McCoy (1811-1823) and Spencer Collins McCoy
(1807-1872).
